The pathologists are both right 
and wrong: they are right in carry- 
ing out autopsies, but they and the 
physicians requesting the autopsy 
are wrong in failing to honour objec- 
tions against performance of an au- 
topsy by the family or the deceased 
prior to his death. 


The rabbis are right in opposing 
autopsies of such “conscientious ob- 
jectors" but they are wrong in not 
consulting with the pathologists and 
other physicians, in those instances 
where the performance of an autopsy 
is not only permissible, but accord- 
ing to Halacha may be 2 mitzva, he 
says.

Special queue for bagged 
cargoes at Ashdod, Haifa 


By YA’ACOV FRIEDLER 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The unloading of ships 
bringing imported bagged cargoes 
will be limited to one at a time 
in Haifa and Ashdod harbours dur- 
ing the winter season to prevent 

port congestion. 

The Jolnt Port Congestion Board, 
which held its first meeting of the 
season Monday, decided that these 
ships, bringing mainly bagged ce- 
ment and U.N.R.WA. flour and 
taking especially long to unload 
because of the nature of their car- 
go, will be ordered into a special 
queue of their own. 

Board Chairman Capt. Yohanan 
Cahn, Head of the Harbour and 
Shipplug Division, told The Post 
that the Board knew its decision 
was likely to arouse an outcry from 
contractors who import cement to 
overcome the local shortage, “but 
you can't have your cake and eat 
it.” The Board reached the conclu- 
sion that the measure was vital to 
avoid congestion which would cost 
the economy millions of pounds in 
possible surcharges. 

Other measures proposed by the 
Board included a recommendation 
to review the practicability of ope- 
rating a third (night) shift in the 
ports during the winter season to 
overcome the pile-up of work dur- 
ing the citrus export season. A com- 
mittee of representatives of the 
Ashdod and Haifa Harbour manage- 
ments will go into the question and 
the Board believes that a third shift 
is possible and could go a long way 
towards lightening the expected dift- 
ficulties, The Board also decided

Science on Society,” Unesco's 

soclo-science quarterly, a reputable 
scientist states: 

“I would take an even bet. that 
before the turn of the. century elec- 
tronic equipment will be the intellec- 
tual equal of the average citizen.” 

This prediction is made by Dr. 
Irving John Good, computer special- 
ist and professor of statistics at 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute and 
State University. Dr. Good's article

done to advertisers. The procedure 

on the state-owned Havas 
publicity agency, the biggest in the 
country.

Crankshaw, the British Sovieto-

“Observer,” told the world of 
“the persecution, humiliation and 
-punishment of Soviet Jewry,” cit- 
ing the case of Professor Alexan- 
der Lerner, 4 world-renowned au- 
thority on cybernetics, who, be- 
cause of his wish to emigrate to 
Israel, was dismi from the 
Institute of Control Sciences’ and 
expelled from the party. His son, 
also at the Institute, was shown 
the door, his , the young- 
est student in Moscow University, 
considered a genius at mathemz- 
tics, lost her place. They were 

out of their five-room 
Moscow flat, their two cars were 
driven off by the Kremlin, and 
their dacha in the country was 
seized. Crankshaw writes: “All 
are now virtually... on the street, 
inhabiting with so many others 
a limbo of the bleakest kind.” 


At least Professor Lerner was 
not sent to Siberia or imprisoned, 
as happened to many other Jews. 
Despite the oppression, the Rus- 
sian Jews continue to fight for 
freedom. A great Jewish Renais- 
sance is taking place in Russia. 
Tradition and piety, hibernating 
for the first 50 Communist years 
of the Russian Revolution, have 
been set aflame by Russian in- 
justice towards Israel following 
the Six Day War. The glowering 
intimidation of the Kremlin serv- 
ed only to reinforce their Jewish- 
ness, It was the Leningrad trials 
and other tyrannical measures to 
compel Soviet Jewry to assimi- 
late, that hardened Professor Ler- 
ner into his irrevocable decision.

Three children, the product of an 
American immigrant’s broken mar- 
riage, are to be split up following 
@ Supreme Court ruling delivered 
yesterday. The two younger children, 
girls aged seven and nine, are to 
return to New York with their mo- 
ther; while the oldest girl, aged 12, 
remains in Jerusalem with her fa- 
ther and his second wife. 

_ he parties’ names have been 
withheld by order of the court, 

The Supreme Court yesterday 
morning threatened the father with 
imprisonment for contempt unless 
he produced the children at once. 
Within hours, the children were de- 
Mvered — kicking and screaming — 
to the’ mother, who was staying in 
the Ramot Eshkol district. The scene 
on the street in Ramot Exshkol was 
‘terrible,” according to eye-witnes- 
ses. The nine-year-old giri was 
unwilling to leave the father’s car 
and go back to her mother. She 
clung to-her father, who was him- 
self .weeping helplessly. The mother, 
also in tears, was trying by persua- 
sion to coax her children to re- 
turn to her — dut to no avail. 

The mother told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. that the scene was 
caused by the presence of the hus- 
band’s second wife — who she said 
placed herself between the children 
‘and their natura! mother. She claim- 
ed this violated a court stipulation 
that the stepmother not be pre- 
sent, She also claimed the younger 
girls cried because they did not 
wish to part with their older sister. 


CUSTODY BATILE 

The struggle for the children be- 
gan soon after the couple were dl- 
vorced, in 1966. Custody of all three 
children was awarded to the mother, 
who signed an undertaking to bring 
them up in an orthodox way. Soon 
after, however, the husband took 
them out for a week-end (a8 was his 
Tight under the custody arrange- 
ment) —but failed to return them. 
‘The mother had to commence ha- 
beas corpus proceedings to secure 
their return,

KNOWS OWN MIND 


Last Thursday, the Supreme Court 
decided by a majority that it would

and the court presumed she knew 
her own mind. The father was 
ordered to return the other two. 

The father, however, applied to 
the District Court and obtained an 
ex parte order of custody in respect 
of the two younger children, and a 
temporary injunction forbidding the 
mother from taking them out of the 
country, Both orders were n= 
al on their not clashing with the Su- 
preme Court ruling.

India and Bangla Desh, if a viable 
independent separatist state emer- 
ges. In supporting the use of force 
by India to dismember fts neigh- 
bour, the Soviets have shaken many 
smaller countries. They have given 
an impetus to the idea of secession 
as_a force in international. affairs, 
a force to which they are particu- 
larly vulnereble. And they are com- 
mitted to replacing ‘the losses of the 
Indian Army as well as providing 
the aid to keep Bangla Desh alive. 

‘The Americans are quick to point 
out that the Soviets will have this 
burden mostly to themselves. While 
the White House has sald it stands 
ready to provide humanitarian re- 
Hef it is unlikely that there will be 
significant American financial in- 
volvement. 

Seen from Washington the So- 
viets have been ready to accept the 
costs because they see the oppor- 
tunfty of consolidating a strategic 
position op the southern flank of 
China and because they have been 
able to humiliate Peking at the 
very time when it is trying to as- 
sert itself as a power to be reck- 
oned with in the third world. Dr. 
Kissinger told reporters this week 
that the desire to make the Chinese 
seem a “paper tiger” seemed to be 
main motivation behind the 
stubborn Russian vetoes, 

China, despite its verbal support 
for Pakistan, has been shown ¢o be 
8 cautious newcomer to the world 
of power diplomacy in the seventies. 
Tt haa lost ground amongst some 
countries for not supporting the 
Bangla Desh liberationists and it has 
seen its main adversary, Moscow, 
end up ou the winning side. It 15 
now expected to be even more sus- 
piclous of any American moves di- 
rected towards a U.S.-Soviet detente. 

Above all it is the movement to- 
wards that detente which may turn 
out to be the main casualty — be- 
yond the human miseries. and tra- 
gedies — of the war. Indeed, it would 
seem that the threat to the Nixon- 
Kissinger grand design posed by 
Indla’s actions and Soviet backing. 
is what lies behind the undoubted 
anger in the White House at the be- 
haviour of the New Delhi govern- 
ment. 

Dr. Kissinger and other American 
officials have emphasized their past 
support for the idea of eventual 
political autonomy for East Paki- 
stan. They insist they have opposed 
only the military means India used 
to force its coming. By backing 
Indja the ‘Soviets raised mew doubts 
in the minds of President Nixon and 
Dr. Kissinger about their willingness 
to accept ἃ stable world structure in

Rabbinical group 
offers to mediate 
in autopsy fight 


The Union of Immigrant Rabbis 
from Western Countries has of- 
fered to mediate between the two 
sides in the pathology furore. The 
Union, a Jerusalem-bazed aseocia- 
tion of Orthodox rabbis now liv- 
ing in Israel, at the same time 
decried the violence and threats 
used by religious extremists in 
their anti-autopsy campaign, and 
called on religious leaders to 
bring the cam! to an -end 

A meeting of the Union at He- 
chal Shlomo recently issued a 
statement which says its members 
are “shocked and dismayed by 
certain objectionable incidents which 
beve occurred within our camp 
— particularly by the violence and 
threats of violence by those who 
ostensibly study and live by the 
Tora.” 

The statement goes on to cite 
a Talmudic , saying: “He 
who raises his hand to smite his 
brother — even though he smites 
him not — ig called a wicked man.” 

“How much more 530," the 
Union's statement continues, “he 
who threatens to murder,” 

(Some pathologists have received 
murder threats, as has the Prime 
Minister.) 

The Union calls on all rabbis and 
deans of yeshivot to exercise their 
influence “to end the terrorism,” 
which, the statement asserts, 
breeds only “internecine hatred and 
the denigration of religion. Such

— to its spirit and to its morality.”

Computers for 
hospitals soon

EIN BOKEK. — Within five years 
all Israeli hospitals wil} be equipped 
with computers to assist them in 
their medical and administrative 
functions. This was reported by 
participants in a three-day inter- 
national seminar on computers in 
medicine, which ended at this Dead 
Sea resort yesterday. 

The seminar was organized by 
the Iltam Corporation for Planning 
and Research, in cooperation with 
the Ministry of Health, the Inter- 
national Bureau for Informatics, and 
Karolinska Projects of Stockholm. 
Four Swedish and one Israeli spe- 
clalists lectured to 89 physicians 
from medical institutions jn Israel 
on hospital information systems and 
the use οἵ computers 18 hospital 
administration, medical histories, 
physical examinations and statistical 
analyses.

Greater local milk output 


said cheaper

TEL AVIV, —The authorities should 
seriously consider enlarging present 
dairy, farms or establishing new 
ones since it now appears to be 
cheaper to produce milk locaHy than 
to buy surplus milk from other 
countries, according to Paul P. 
Rosenfeld, director of United Dairies 
and Tenne-Noga Dairies. Mr. Rosen- 
feld was recently selected to be 
secretary of the economic committee 
of the International Dairy Federa- 
tlon, the first Israeli ever given this 
honour. He will also serve as co- 
ordinator of the seminar on packag- 
ing of milk and milk products to 
be held next May in . The 
International Dairy Federation is 
& non-governmental authority, and 
its membens come from 32 countries, 

Mr. Rosenfeld notes that Israel 
for years has supplemented its 
supplies of locally produced milk by 
buying surpluses from abroad. 
When the prices of such surpluses 
were cheap, this was an excellent 
arrangement, but now the price 
of imported powdered skimmed milk 
has risen from $150 to $700 a ton. 

“When e ton cost $150 and the 
government sold it locally here for 
111,250, the government made a 
profit, but now the government 
pays $700 and still sells it for 
1L1,250, in line with its policy of 
keeping prices down, so St Js losing 
money.” Mr, Rosenfeld saya. “The 
same is true for imported butter. 
At one tlme It cost $500 a ton. To- 
day it costs $2,000 a ton.” 

Mr. ‘Rosenfeld says that at present 
Isracl needs another 30 million 
itres of milk (powder and fat) to 
meet its current needs. This costs 
$4.5m. (1L18.9m.) plus another 
IL8m. which the government ad- 
vances as a subsidy to see that the 
products are sold at a realistic 
price. This comes to a total of 
IL27m. ᾿ 

“To produce this milk In Israel 
wil require 6,000 cows. Even if it 
costs more to produce the milk 
locally, {t shoud not be much 
More,” he says, adding, “at any 
rate, the supplies of surplus dairy
